FOR the purpose of requiring certain elected officials to appoint the members of the

Board of Trustees of the Enoch Pratt Free Library of Baltimore City; providing
for the composition of the Board; requiring that each member of the Board
residein Baltimore City; requiring certain members of the Board be appointed
from certain councilmanic districts and legidative digtricts; establishing term
limits for members of the Board; prohibiting the Board from establishing a
board of directors or management board or del egating certain powers or duties;
requiring the Board to meet at certain times; requiring that the Enoch Pratt
Free Library consist of certain branches; providing that the Enoch Pratt Free
Library isapublic agency of Baltimore City and a State agency; providing that
this Act supersedes any contrary provisions of existing laws pertaining to the
Enoch Pratt Free Library; and generdly relating to the Enoch Pratt Free
Library of Baltimore City.

13 DISTRICTSBY THE MEMBERS OF THE HOUSE OF DELEGATES AND SENATE WHO
14 REPRESENT THAT DISTRICT.

15 4 MEMBERS OF THE BALTIMORE CITY COUNCIL, SENATE, AND HOUSE
16 OF DELEGATES SHALL NOMINATE INDIVIDUALS WHO RESIDE IN THEIR RESPECTIVE
17 DISTRICTS.

18 (5) A NOMINEE TO THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF THE ENOCH PRATT

19 FREE LIBRARY SHALL:

20 () ACTIVELY PARTICIPATE IN A CIVIC ORGANIZATION,;

27 NOMINATED AND APPOINTED ASPROVIDED UNDER THIS SUBSECTION.

28 (7 () EACH MEMBER APPOINTED TO SERVE ON THE BOARD OF
29 TRUSTEES OF THE ENOCH PRATT FREE LIBRARY SHALL BE A RESIDENT OF

30 BALTIMORE CITY AT THE TIME THE MEMBER IS APPOINTED TO THE BOARD OF

31 TRUSTEES.

32 (n IFA MEMBER APPOINTED TO SERVE ON THE BOARD OF
33 TRUSTEES OF THE ENOCH PRATT FREE LIBRARY FAILSTO RESIDE IN BALTIMORE
34 CITY AT ANY TIME DURING THE MEMBER'S TERM, THE MEMBER SHALL BE

5 9) 0 A MEMBER OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF THE ENOCH PRATT

6 FREE LIBRARY MAY NOT SERVE MORE THAN TWO CONSECUTIVE TERMS.

7 (n A MEMBER OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF THE ENOCH PRATT
8 FREE LIBRARY SERVES FOR A TERM OF 4 YEARS AND BEGINS ON FEBRUARY 1.

9 an 1. A MEMBER WHO SERVED ON THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF
10 THE ENOCH PRATT FREE LIBRARY BEFORE FEBRUARY 1, 2004, FOR 4 OR MORE YEARS
11 ISCONSIDERED TO HAVE COMPLETED ONE TERM FOR EACH 4 YEARS OF SERVICE.

12 2. THIS CALCULATION APPLIESTO THE TERM LIMITS
13 ESTABLISHED UNDER SUBPARAGRAPH (1) OF THIS PARAGRAPH.

14 (G) (1) THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF THE ENOCH PRATT FREE LIBRARY MAY
15 NOT:

20 2 THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF THE ENOCH PRATT FREE LIBRARY

21 SHALL MEET AT LEAST ONCE EACH MONTH.

22 (3) ANY MEMBER OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF THE ENOCH PRATT
23 FREE LIBRARY WHO FAILSTO ATTEND AT LEAST SIX OF THE SCHEDULED MEETINGS
24 OF THE BOARD DURING ANY CALENDAR YEAR SHALL BE REMOVED FROM THE BOARD

33 THISTITLE AND AT LEAST 21 BRANCHES LOCATED IN VARIOUS PARTS OF BALTIMORE
34 CITY.

2 any contrary provisions of existing laws relating to the Enoch Pratt Free Library of
3 Batimore City.
